A parking lot for Center visitors 
was added and expanded parking for the staff 
in the annex area. Unfortunately, with cuts in 
the state budget due to recession the Teen 
Health Center may lose funding by summer 
of 2002, causing it to close. 

On top of new parking lots, there was 
continuous construction on roads throughout 
Port Huron. Many roads were closed, such 
as Military, Electric, Lapeer, multiple side 
streets, 1 0th and 7th Street bridge which were 
only a few of the closings. People had to find 
a different route to their various destinations. 
In the end the improvement of the roads 
allowed for a much smoother ride once it was 
completed. 

With the tragedy that hit New York, 



Pennsylvania, and Washington, miraculously 
people rallied to the aid of survivors. Students 
here were no exception. School organizations 
helped raise money through Coins for Cans, 
ribbon making and baked goods for donations. 

Normally, Americans fly flags on the 
4th of July, Memorial Day, Flag Day, Veterans 
Day, Election Day, but this year from 
September 1 1th on, businesses and homes 
displayed their flags with pride. In fact, every 
business in town and most throughout the 
country were sold out of flags during 
September.

They let students work with what was studied 
to view ideas and theories in action. 
Experiments involve the students; they give 
them a chance for hands-on learning. Each 
day presented the students with new questions 
and answers about the world around them.

These programs are: Business 
Services and Technology, Marketing, Auto 
Body Repair, Automation in Manufactoring, 
Automotive Technology, Construction and 
Building Technology, Drafting, Electronics, 
Marine Technology, Metal Machining, Plastic 
Manufactoring Technology, Welding, Health 
Careers, Cosmetology, and Culinary Arts and 
Food Services. 

St. Clair Technical Educational 
Program has this variety of programs to give 
the students a more in-depth study of the 
career they plan on applying for after they 
graduate. The classes first semester prepared 
the students for what they will need to know

Despite the problems in the nation, 
state, and country with money and violence, 
the year held some miraculous highlights. A 
major focus of the year for both students and 
staff were charitable events, helping others, 
and returning to normal.

Teachers and Administrators helped 
out in areas or classrooms other than their 
own-tiny miracles of sharing their time and 
talent. For example, the English teachers 
have shared lesson plans and projects. Mr. 
Jeff McCabe made a website for them on 
which to put these ideas. This let new teachers 
log in for what the current teachers had 
covered and how they accomplished it. Also, 
there were various sessions for new teachers 
to get lesson ideas or discipline ideas from 
other teachers. Faculty were offered more 
choices in order to fulfill their requirements 


for Professional Development. Administrators 
visited rooms like the foreign language 
classes on culture days to serve as judges 
and offer entertainment.
